BERLIN, (from German Broad- 
casts), June 4—(AP)—Reinhard 
Heydrich, 38, “protector” of 
Bohemia and Moravia, died in 
Prague this morning of wounds 
suffered in an attempt on his life 
May 27, it was announced offi- 
cially today. 


The assassination of the, man 
known among scores of millions of 
Europe's oppressed peoples as “der 
henker"—"the hangman"—is  ex- 
pected to bring about the shooting 
of hundreds of hostages in addition 
to the 163 already slain in swift 
reprisals, Czech circles in London 
asserted. 

London sources declared Hey- 
drich recently was appointed 
Gestapo chief for occupied Europe 
and it was pointed out ironically 
that the “butcher of Moravia" died 
in virtually the same manner as 
hundreds of hostages he had or- 
dered shot in France, Holland, Bel- 
gium, Norway, Poland and other 
countries during his hated career. 

A Czech source in London said 
automaatic rifles used by two men 
to shoot Heydrich were from the 
Ordnance of the disbanded Czech 
army and possibly were dropped by 
parachute. The Czech government 
appealed by radio to the Czechs to 
stand firm against the Gestapo 
bloodshed and not disclose those 
connected with the shooting.

The attackers escaped despite 
the fact that the area, lying in 
the heavily-fortified German anti- 
invasion zone along the channel 
coast, is under strict surveillance.

Gris Nez and other heavily-bombed 
targets of the British air force. 

In an effort to suppress the 
spreading disorders, chief of gov- 
ernment Pierre Laval today 
strengthened his personal control 
over the French police by placing 
the national gendarmerie under his 
direction, removing it from juris- 
diction of Admiral Jean Francois 
Darlan's war office. 

The order gave Laval complete 
control of the force—highly un- 
popular with the army—which 

polices every village and town in 
France and patrols all rural roads. 

The reorganization was effected 
as a nation-wide search was pressed 
for the assassin of Albert Clement, 
pro-Nazi editor of the Paris news- 
paper Cri Du Peuple, who was shot 
to death on a Paris street Tuesday 
night. 

Police, after questioning prisoners 
in connection with four “incidents” 
in recent days, said they had dis- 
closed that agitation was carried 
out in connection with a well-orga- 
nized campaign to provoke unrest 
among civilians already embittered 
by food difficulties and air raids. 

The “agitation” included last 
Sunday's food riots, in which two 
police were killed and three wound- 
ed; the slaying of the proprietor of 

a small hotel, accused of informing 
on “Communist” agitators; the 
planting of a bomb in a cafe ad- 
joining the central police headquar- 
ters, and Clement's assassination,

3 Provinces Ask

Three provinces have made repre- 
sentations to the dominion goy- 
ernment to increase the amount of 
old age pensions, it was reported 
in a return tabled in the house 
of commons yesterday for T. M. 
Reid (Lib, New Westminster.) 

Alberta requested amendment 
of the act to provide a maximum 
Pension of $1 a day, instead of $20 
a month, and payment of the pen- 
sion at the age of 60 instead of 70 
years. 

Manitoba recommended a maxi- 
mum pension of $300 a year and 
raising of the limit on private in- 
come reeeived by the pensioner 
from $365 to $425 a year. 

British Columbia notified the 
dominion government that it was 
Deepared to pay 25 per cent of 
the additiona] amount required 
for pensions if the domimion 
would agree to increase the maxi- 
mum pension.

A combined air and submarine 
base was started st wind-swept 
Dutch Harbor late in 1939, By 
the end of 194] it was approach- 
ing completion, 

Construction of the base was 
recommended in 1938 by a U.S. 
naval commission headed by Ad- 
miral Arthur Hepburn. Alaska- 
minded strategists had urged it for 
many years, 


The Japanese also recognized the 
strategic potentialities of the area 
by building a major base of their 
own at Paramushira, a Japanese 
island in the North Pacific less than 
1,500 miles from Dutch Harbor, and 
in the same relative position to 
Asia as Dutch Harbor is to North 
America 

The weather in the Aleutian 
Islands has been Dutch Harbor's 
chief defence against attack up to 
now. It Hes in a barrier chain of 
islands which divide the Arctic 
Bering sea from the North Pacific, 
Icy winds from the north alter- 
nate with warm currents from 
the south Pacific. One of these, 
the famed Japanese current, is 
very close. 


The result is a constant heavy fog 
which lies like an icy blanket on 
all the sea and air approaches to 
Dutch Harbor. Flying is impossible 
for any but the most experienced 
pilots. Even ships must lie at anchor 


or be dashed against jagged rocks 
and shoals, 


TERRIFIC WINDS 

There is a special wind at Dutch 
Harbor which the natives call the 
willy-wa. It roars in from Unalaska 
bay at the rate of 80 miles an hour, 
tearing the wings off planes and 
the masts off ships 

There is an occasional let-up 
from this weather during the win- 
ter, but the only sustained stretch 
of favorable weather begins in 
late May and lasts only until 
August. 

Mariners told tall stories about 
Unalaska, For many years before 
it became of military importance, 
it was an island of shipwrecks, of 
remarkable rescues, of breath-taking 


escapes, of hazardous adventures. ~

The second raid was made at 
about noon, Alaska time (4:00 p.m., 
M.D.T.), six hours after the initial 
attack, the navy said Details of 
this raid were not immediately 
available. 

Dimond said he had heard 
nothing direct from Alaska on the 
raids, but expressed fear there 
were not enough defending planes 
to beat back a sustained series of 
attacks in case the Japanese 
opened a big-scale offensive such 
as the Philippines invasion.

New British Ministry Is 
Created To Administer . 
Fuel Rationing Program 


LONDON, June 4.—(CP)—The government last night 
created a new ministry of fuel, light and power to take con- 
trol of Britain's coal industry and administer the new fuel 


rationing program. 
George. 


This move brings into the gov- 
ernment an old-school Liberal and 
drops a Labor member. Maj. Lloyd 
George becomes a member of the 
cabinet, but not of the “war cab- 
inet.” 


William Mabane, former parlia- 
mentary secretary in the ministry of 
home security, will succeed Major 
Lloyd George as_ parliamentary 
secretary, ministry of food. 

The government announced fuel 
rationing for homes, businesses and 
factories would be started July 1 
unless there is a sharp voluntary 
reduction in the use of fuel. 

The scheme would involve a 
household ration besides a basic al- 
lowance of 840 pounds a person ann- 
ually. Household rationing, applied 
to apartment and other residentiai 
buildings and public institutions 
would be fixed on the basis of the 
number of rooms in the building 
and its location. 

For instance, the total ration for 
a five-room t-use inhabited by 
four persons would be five tons in 
Scotland and the north of Eng- 
land, 41g tons in the Midlands and 
3% tons in the south—or the equi- 
valent in gas or electricity. 

Rationing of electricity will be 
started Sept. 1. Under the govern- 
meént’s plan mine owners will retain 
ownership of their properties and 
will be paid a total of £66,450,000 
($268,458,000) as compensation.

dared to attempt such a remedy. 

Canada, they say, has done an 
almost impossible thing, has dis- 
proved all the theories of economics 
in a democratic country by impos- 
ing a totalitarian price control 
among free people, unique among 
all the democratic nations 

And since the United States 
would not have attempted its 
present policy without the Cana- 
dian demonstration, Canada can 
claim a large share of credit for 
| saving the continent from eco. 
nomic chaos and the war program 
of the democracies from perhaps 
fatal weakness—if, indeed, these 
these disasters are finally avoided. 

But the United States has only 
begun to meet them, The Ameri- 
can price ceiling has been impos- 
| ed, thinly, from above. There is 

no real foundation under it. 
Unless the foundation 1s built 
immediately the ceiling will col- 
lapse, the spinning spiral of in- 
flation will begin and Canada, 
deeply enmeshed in the business 
of its neighbor, will be unable to 
escape the general disease, 

There are two fatal weaknesses 
in the American experiment, 
the men in charge know it. First, 
‘wages have not been pegged in 
the United States. They are still 
| riding upwards, despite the Presi- 


| dent's desperate appeals to em- 
ployer and worker. Unless they 
are stabilized soon they will re- 


flect themselves so largely in the 
| cost of goods that prices assuredly 
will rise no matter what orders are 
| issued to the contrary; whereupon 
wages must rise again in the 
familiar cycle of other wars. 

Secondly, the United States has 
not tackled the cause of inflation 
—the enormous purchasing pow- 
er in the hands of the people, the 
declining volume of goods that 
people can purchase, The figures 
here are so simple that a child 
can understand them. But in the 
whirling, false prosperity of the 
| war boom the American people 
have not begun to grasp them. 

This year $117 billions will be 
paid in all forms of income to the 
| American people. Under present 
| arrangements $31 billions of this 
total will be saved or taken from 
the people in taxes. This leaves the 
people $86 billions to spend as they 
please, But there will be only $69 
billions’ ‘worth of consumable 
civilian goods. Thus there will be 
$17 billions more money than there 
are goods—$17 billions of surplus 
money in the American’s pocket 
which he is eager to spend. 

This is enough to blow a hole 
through any price ceiling. With 
| so much money to spend on 
goods that are not available, the 
American people will bid up the 
price of the available goods re- 
gardiess of government orders, 
Black markets will develop, 
bootlegging of all kinds of goods, 
and price control will become a 
farce, 

How to prevent this ruinous 
process? The first step is to peg 
wages, If this were done today the 
annual income of the people would 
be only $110 billions because an 
anticipatd increase of $7 billions 
|in wages would be avoided. The 
| “inflationary gap” of $17 billions 
would be reduced to $10 billions, 
which is still far too great. 


TAX PLAN INADEQUATE 
Congress must reduce this 

amount by taking the money from 

the people in the form of taxes or 


loans. The present tax plan is 
totally inadequate for it would 
take hardly more than $5.3 billions 
additional from the actual con- 
sumers of the nation. Voluntary 
purchases of government bonds at 
the present rate will total at most 
only $6 billions, which is by no 
means all new savings. Bven if 
wages are pegged—and there is no 
immediate sign of that—a danger- 
ous gap will remain between goods 
and purchasing power. 

The only remedy is more 
taxation or more savings. The 
Treasury rejected the advice of 
the price experts and refused to 
impose compulsory savings. In- 
‘stead, it promised to inorease 
voluntary savings enormously, 
but if it cannot do so by July 1 
it will have to reconsider its 
original policy and_ probably 
adopt compulsory savings. If it 
would compel every American to 
save 10 percent of his wages, the 
gap could be closed for this year.

New Advances

Urea, now known as carbamide, has 
been used regularly for :bout 10 
years in treatment of chronic sup- 
purating wounds,.gangrene and nu- 
merous other infections. | 

Sulfanilamide has recently come 
into wide use in treating wounds 
and Operations. The crystals are |

| site to promote wound healing and

REMARKABLE RESULTS

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Dutch Harbor 


Only the Japanese know precisely why 
Dutch Harbor was raided. Maybe it was 
a test to find out how strong are the de- 
fences of the place. Maybe it was a try- 
out of a new type of long distance bomber 
or fighter. Naybe it was the first in a 
planned series of attacks at points along 
the western coast of this continent. And 
perhaps it was only a way of letting off 
some of the emotional steam generated 
when United States planes dropped 
bombs in Emperor Hirohito’s capital. If 
the idea was to stage a return demonstra- 
tion for the benefit of Japanese morale, 
it was weak effort. Dutch Harbor is no 
come-back for Tokyo. 

Whatever the purpose, the raids illus- 
trate what everyone has known but what 
many refused to take seriously—that no 
point on the Pacific coast of Alaska, Can- 
ada, the United States, Mexico or the cen- 
tral American states is immune from at 
least nuisance raids. And no point within 
several hundred miles of the coast from 
the Arctic Circle to the Panama Canal. 

The moral, for public authorities and 
for private citizens, is plain.

The A. R. P. wardens are now distrib- 
uting to householders a book of instruc- 
tions prepared by the Air Raid Precautions 
Committee of the city. The instructions 
are plain, detailed, and are clarified by a 
number of illustrations. In addition the 
wardens will answer questions and give 
any further information desired. 

Obviously it will not do much good if 
these booklets are not read, or if they 
are only read casually, or if they are read 
carefully and then lost. To accomplish 
the purpose the instructions must be stud- 
ied by every adult member of the family; 
and the booklet then put where each one 
will know where to find it. 

One very pointed warning appears in 
the opening list of the instructions: “Re- 
member—You are, on your own.” No com- 
munity organization undertakes to scurry 
about in case of emergency and tell people 
what to do and not do. Every person is 
supposed to know this in advance—and do 
it without waiting to be told. 

This is the first essential. The 
householder should “absorb” the instruc- 
tions immediately and thoroughly. Should 
bombers come over, it will then be too late 
to go hunting around for the book of in- 
structions; and the Tojos won't wait 
while ahybody looks to see what clause 9 
of section C says about it. 

There are three things to do, and do 
now: 

Study the instructions; 

Take the preliminary precautions rec- 
ommended; 

Hang up the book, and

Putting Them On The List 


Washington is putting Hungary, Ru- 
mania and Bulgaria officially where they 
belong. Hitherto they have been Axis 
powers against which the United States 
had not declared a state of war. They are 
to be deprived of any advantages or im- 
munities they thus had and put on the 
enemy list, subject to attack by United 
States forces as any other Axis country. 

This may be intended to bolster Turkey 
against any attempt on the part of Hitler 
to launch a drive toward the Caucasus 
around the south side of the Black Sea. 
These Balkan subject states would be the 
base for such a drive, and their armies 
would be conscripted to help force a pas- 
Sage through Turkish territory. With 
these states listed as enemies, Turkey will 
be entitled to lease-lend aid; and also to 
the assistance of all Allied forces if it 
should resist the threatened invasion. The 
way is being cleared to give the Turks 
this backing. 

The declaration will also make the Ru- 
manian oil field a proper target for United 
States bombers—based on Egypt, Syria or 
Turkey or elsewhere. This field, from 
which the Nazis are obtaining perhaps a 
hundred million tons of oil a year, is with- 
in range from Egyptian bases, and may be 
assumed to be one of the enemy areas 
that will get particular . attention as the 
Allied air offensive develops. Hitler’s 
threat to Russia's oil supply is thus coun- 
tered by a new threat to his own. 

Hostilities against the newly listed 
enemies may not be long delayed. If they 
were subjected to air attacks such as are 
being carried out in western Germany, 
they would have other use for their sol- 
diers than sending them to fight Hitler's 
battles in Russia—for which Rumania at 
least has had no great enthusiasm. 


Extermination Is The Object 


The witch-finders are still smelling 
out non-co-operators in Czechoslovakia 
and sending them to the places of slaugh- 
ter. Up to Monday they had announced 
the shooting of 82 persons, some of them 
women, within the past week. 

The new murder campaign started 
with the shooting of Heydrich. But it has 
not been pretended that any of the vic- 
tims were accused of having anything to 
do with this crime. The official explana- 


tion has been that they had failed to reg- 
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ister, or had aided unregistered persons 
who were suspected of anti-German activi- 
lies. 

The Czech Quisling, Moravec, gave out 
what is probably the real motive of the 
wholesale killings. He said the Czech in- 


telligentsia is on the side of President 
Benes, and freedom, and must therefore 
be “annihilated”. The shooting of Hey- 


drich has given a colorable excuse for pro- 
ceeding with the extermination, and who- 
ever has won distinction in Czech litera- 
ture, art, science or politics must be as- 
sumed to be in line for execution. 

The point for outsiders to remember is 
that the Nazis are not in Czechoslovakia 
by consent of the people of the republic 
but as intruders. They are carrying out, 
or trying to, their own purposes and poli- 
cies, not those for which they can claim 
any shadow of legitimate authority. 
What they are doing there they would do 
in Canada or in the United States if they 
had the power. : 

With such men there can be no ques- 
tion of half-way measures and an arranged 
tanie Naziism must be crushed so signal- 
y that no one will dare to revive it; and 
the traitors in the occupied countries who 
have abetted its crimes must be brought to 
punishment.

Bilingualism 


Editor, Bulletin: Some one 
writing in one of the Edmonton 
dailies the other day, objecting 
to the teaching of French in the 
schools of the English-speaking 
provinces, said—no doubt in ig- 
norance—that Canada is not a bi- 
lingual country, About the same 
time, a Dr, Butt, of the Toronto 
school board, moved a resolution: 
“That this board record its opin- 
fon that the use of French as a 
language of instruction in any of 
the schools of this province is 
detrimental to the best interests 
of the people of this country.” 

A glance at a dollar bill will 
correct the idea that this is not a 
bi-lingual country. As is well 
known French is spoken in Par- 
liament as well as English, Can- 
ada is both bi-racial and bi-lin- 
gual. And as Leslie Roberts re- 
marks in the current Free World 
magazine, “Canada’s French- 
speaking minority is destined to 
become the majority before the 
end of the century, unless the 
flood-gates of immigration are 
thrown open after the war.” 

This bias against the teaching 
of foreign languages is quite in 
the Hitlerian manner. In Mein 
Kampf Hitler ridicules the teach- 
ing of foreign languages in the 
schools, and when he came to 
power, one of the first things he 
did was to forbid the teaching of 
Esperanto and all foreign lan- 
guages, 

The teaching of French in the 
English-speaking provinces and 
of English in the province of 
Quebec instead of being detri- 
mental, would be the most effec- 
tive method of overcoming the} 
deplorable divisions which now 
exist between these two races in 
Canada. Thus both English and 
French students would become 
acquainted with the literature of 
their fellow compatriots and it 
is through cultural, rather than 
geographical, ties that nations 
are united,

The news has been full, lately, 
elaborate and undoubtedly 

authentic stories about Hitler's 

quarrels with his generals. 

We are told how Der Fuehrer 
has had frightful rows with 
Generals von Fritsch, Beck, von 
Blomber, von Brauchitsch and 
half a dozen 
others, 

He differed 
violently — with 
their opinions 
on the treat. 
ment of the 
Poles. He re- 
sented their 
criticism of his 
conduct of the 
Russian cam- 
paign. He fret- 
ted under their

Bakers Allowed 
_ Sugar For Icing 


OTTAWA, June 4.—(CP)—War- 
time Prices and Trade Board offi- 
cials said yesterday that under re- 
vised sugar rationing regulations, 
confining the industrial use of 
sugar to 70 per cent of the quantity 
used in 1941, bakers are permitted 
to use icing on their products pro- 
vided they remain within the 
quota allowed them. 

‘Before the tightened sugar ra- 
tion was announced recently by 
Donald Gordon, chairman 
prices board, bakers were able to 
use 80 per cent of the sugar they 
consumed in 1940 and, after Easter 
Monday of this year, were not per- 
mitted to use sugar for icing. 

Under consolidated regulations 
for the industry the provision for- 
bidding bakers to make use of 
sugar for icing has been removed, 
officials said, But, if icing is to be 
used, it must be taken from the 
sugar available under the 70 per 
cent quota,

Indian Guilty 
Of Wife’s Death; 
To Hang Sept. 3 


“I hope my Lord will help me 
till f die.” With these solemn 
words, Pierre Cougan, treaty In- 
dian, received the verdict Wed- 
nesday of a supreme court jury 
which condemned him to die on 
the scaffold at Fort Saskatchewan 
jail on Thursday, September 3. 


Standing erect in the prisoner's} 
box as the jury returned to give its 
verdict Cougan quietly faced to- 
ward the jury box. Directly the 
foreman of the jury, Arthur E. 
Jones, Edmonton, returned the 
guilty verdict and the court asked 
if the prisoner had anything to say 
why sentence should not be passed 
according to law, Cougan took his 
Rosary from his shirt pocket and 
holding it above his head said, “I 
hope my Lord will help me till I 
die.” 


SENTENCE PASSED 


The death sentence was then 
passed by Mr. Justice Tweedie. As 
this sentence was translated to the 
accused he turned to his interpreter, 
William McDonald, and said, “I have 
been in jail now for a long time, I 
did not do it. What can I do?” 

Following the passing of th 
sentence Mr. Justice Tweedie re- 
leased the jury from further service 
during the present court sittings 
and exempted them from jury 
service for a period of two years. 


Only a few spectators were in 

the court room when the jury, 
after 46 minutes deliberation, in- 

timated they had arrived upon a 

verdict. No members of the 

Janvier Indian band were there. 

As Cougan waited for the police 
patrol wagon to arrive at the court 
house to take him to the R.C.M.P. 
barracks, he sat with his head in 
his hands leaning slightly forward. 
As he moved from the dock to the 
body of the court room he stumbled, 
and had to be supported by his 
police escort. He was assisted from 
the court room to the waiting car. 
Throughout the three days of his 
trial he sat impassively in the 
prisoner's dock with arms folded. 
THIRD TRIAL 

This was the third time that 
Cougan has faced trial on the 
charge of murdering his wife, Mary 
Cougan, at their Chipewyan Prairie 
homestead on September 4, last 
year. On the two previous occasions 
the jury failed to agree upon a 
verdict. 

J. W. McClung, K.C., crown pro- 
secutor for the Edmonton judicial 
district, prosecuted, with Charles H. 
Grant, K.C., acting for the accused. 

The jurymen were: C. E. Eyre, 
Harold E. Case, Arthur E. Jones 
and H. Berry, Edmonton; John 
Brockie, Beverly and Vyal Bolster, 
R.R. 5, Edmonton. 

Twenty-three witnesses were call- 
ed by the crown during the trial 
which lasted three days. No defence 
witnesses were called.

Armory Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, it was announced by Lt.-Col. 
Alan Elliot, officer commanding 
No, 13A district depot. 

The students were immediately 
placed on leave for periods up to24 
months, covering periods up to 
graduation in individual cases. | 

All are on regular army pay wth | 
a dollar a day allowed for living-out 
subsistence 
In periods the students may be 

absent from studies, they may be 
called on for service with the army. 
As most medical courses are now 
being speeded up, with special 
classes during the summer months, 
tt seems unlikely the students will 
be called for much actual military 
duty before graduation. 


WEAR UNIFORM 
Upon graduation the students | 
will qualify for commissions as 
medical officers in the Canadian 
Army (Active). All of those en- 
listed will be obliged to wear uni- 
form, similar to other enlisted 
members of the active forces. 

The enlisting of these students is 
made possible by special arrange- 
ments of the Canadian government. 
There is a shortage of qualified 
medical men for the fighting serv- 
ices as a result of the rapid growth 
of the army, navy and air force 

Only those who give indications 
of reasonable certainty of success- 
fully completing their courses are 
being enrolled, 

Enlisting of the medical students 
brought a sharp rise in the number 
of recruits signing up at the Prince 
of Wales armory Wednesday. 

There were 99 applications for 
enlistments with 73 being successful 
in passing medical examinations.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


Can any of you remember—I 
can — when mother used to test 
the heat of the baby's food by 
putting the contents of the spoon 
to their own mouths? Have you 
ever seen a mother free a clogged 
nipple by exerting pressure on it 
in her own mouth? 

There used to be no self-con- 
sciousness about such habits be- 
cause—as one mother explained— 
“am I not the baby’s mother?” as 
if that automatically rendered any 
germs in her mouth innocuous to 
her baby, It always seemed to me 
to be taking a mean advantage of 
a helpless baby. No one, in her right 
mind, would offer food she had had 
in her mouth to an adult. Then why 
to the baby who cannot repudiate 
it? 

Mrs, A, F. McC. reminded me of 
some of these ancient practices 
which should have been banished 
by persistent education against 
them, For many years mothers have 
been told to test the heat of the 
formula by pouring a few drops on 
the tender skin of the inner arm 
They have been told to kiss the 
baby on his forehead or back of 
neck instead of on his mouth, Harp- 
ing on the dangers of transferring 
our germs to the baby's mouth 
should have made any thinking per- 
son acquainted with these practices, 
if not the reasons for them. 

The letter asked me for literature 
pointing out the dangers of allow- 
ing children to eat and drink from 
utensils which had been used by an 
adult; also to partake of food par- 
tially eaten by an adult or allow- 
ing children to blow a mouth-organ 
or whistle or similar toys which 
had been in an adult's mouth, 

I have no such leaflet, believing 
as I did that this present genera- 
tion of mothers was too smart to do 
any of these things. Perhaps, it 
needs to be stressed occasionally 
that however fastidious the adult, 


we all carry around an assortment 
of germs to which we ourselves may 
be immune but which may be de- 
vastating to the individual to whom 
we pass them on by means of a 
kiss or such practices as were out- 
lined by Mrs. A. F, McC, 

We do become _ self-conscious 
about germs when we are dealing 
with a tuberculosis patient. We re- 
member about typhoid Mary whose 
presence in a kitchen (when she 
escaped from custody) invariably 
started an epidemic of typhoid 
cases. We think Iess of the possible 
dangers present in the mouths of 
supposedly well persons, though I 
am inclined to think that modern 
mothers do. We may have to blame 
older generations who haven't yet 
caught up with modern ideas which 
stress the protection of a baby from 
disease by warnings to be cautious 
about the absolute cleanliness of 
everything which goes into his 
mouth,

The treatment which I 
advise will give lasting benefit in 
So many cases that it is worth try- 
ing, and even in those pztients. in 
whom a complete cure is not 
brought about, there is often an 
improvement to the extent that the 
attacks become milder, and occur 
at intervals farther apart. 

The relief of epilepsy depends 
primarily upon relieving the cause. 
Outside of those cases due to acci- 
dents, the majority of cases are 
caused by a definite intestinal 
toxemia to which certain people are 
especially susceptible. Recovery fol- 
lows when the colon is kept clean 
enough so that the toxins are elimi- 
nated, and permanent relief de- 
pends upon keeping the intestinal 
tract sufficiently clean that addi- 
tional trouble is prevented. 

In order to secure the fastest 
results, it is advisable at the start 
to begin with the fast. A five-day 
fast on fruit juice, such as grape- 
fruit juice or orange juice, or on 
the whole fruit should be begun. 
This short fast will do a great deal

I sometimes recommend a longer 
fast when the patient is under the 
direct care of a physician experi- 
enced in the fasting method of treat- 
ment, but do not advise that a 
longer fast than five days be at- 
tempted without supervision. 

At least two enemas should be 
used daily during the fast, and at 
least one each day for a month or 
two starting on the regular diet 
regimen. The diet following the fast 
should provide meat, cooked vege- 
tables, raw vegetables, eggs and 
stewed dried fruit, but the carbo- 
hydrates should be eliminated al- 
most altogether for a period of 
several weeks. 

The enemas will guarantee a 
clean colon until such time as it 
seems wise to wait for the colon to 
cleanse itself normally. This should 
not be attempted for at least a 
month or two after the fast. Treat- 
ment by manual manipulation of 
the abdomen will prove helpful in 
stimulating peristaltic actién and 
will assist in intestinal elimination. 
A prolapsed colon should be cor- 
rected by suitable physiotherapy 
treatment,
